WASHINGTON’S PICTURE CHEERED 
a BY SALVATIONISTS. 


The Stars and Stripes Awake Great 

Enthusiasm in Cooper Union— 

An Ovation to Ballington Booth 
and Wife—The New Movement, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 
NEW YORK, March 8.—The inaugu- 
ral step made by Ballington Booth, the 
deposed commander of the Salvaticn 
Army in America, in a rival orgianiza- 
tion oh lines similar to the one from 
whose command he was removed, met 
success tonight. Cooper Union was the 
scene where the first gun was fired, 
the echo of which thrilled the hearts 
of 5000 loyal soldiers, who, since the 
. commencement of the international 
strife which has sundered Ballington 
Booth’s allegiance to his father, - Gen. 
Booth of London, have remained loyal 
to. the “deposed dommander and his 
wife. Maud Booth. Every seat in the 
big auditorium was occupied. The 
alsles were crowded and the streets 
outside were thronged. 


The women wore the regulation Sal- 


vation Army emblem, but the poke 
hat was absent. The men, too, had 
their badges, but wore no red jackets. 
Shortly after 7 o’clock, and before the 
vast audience had time to he seated, 
Capt. Schneider of the Bowery Corps, 
sprang on a chair on the platform and 
waved the American flag with a paint- 
ing of George Washington. The auii- 
‘ence cheered lustily as they sprang to 
their feet. and the ost enthusiasm 
prevailed. Order had ‘scarcely been re- 
stored when Maj. Peter Glen, who was 
among the first officers to tender his 
resignation after Eva Booth had taken 
command, appeared on the platform, 
waving an American flag, and placed 
a life-sized painting of George Wash- 
ington on an easel in front of the 
speaker’s table. This was the signal 
for renewed outbursts of applause. It 
Was only when Ballington Booth and 
his wife arrived from their Montclair 
home that the audience lost control of 
itself. Their presence on the platform 
was the signal for an outburst of en- 
thusiasm such as never before has been 
Witnessed in Cooper Union. 

There was some music and singing 
and the customary religious invoca- 
tions. after which Ballington Booth 
rose and said: 

“Mrs. Booth and myself have not 
come here tonight, to allude to the re- 
cent sad trouble. It is quite true, we 
have. after mature deliberation „de- 
cided to inaugurate a. new movement. 
Could we have avoided it, it would 
most assuredly have been done on our 
part; but recognizing that the great 
American people believed that we have 
done a work for nine years, for which 
en to the protest, we would n 
life. * 

2 gnizing, as we do, the larges 
field in the world and still further ne 
cognizing that there was room in Amer- 
ica for one, two, aye 100 Salvation 
Armies, we have resolved, to the best 
of our ability, to win over the middle 
classes of the artisan community of 
this country. We wish no strife with 
the Salvation Army, no strife either 
literal or verbal. I believe that the 
future of the so-called religious organ- 
izations of the present day is that they 
do not come down to the living places 
where Jesus Christ wants to be rep- 
resented. 

J want to assure Mrs. Booth and 
those officers who have stood by me 
that I see in the distance a movement 
which tonight has received its impetus 
in this great gathering. I do not want 
anything that exists in the air, but a 
genuine consecration of our soldiers to 
the faith of Christ. There is at least 46 
per cent. of the wage-earning popu- 
lace of the community who are not 
identified with any church or place of 
religious worship. It is there we want 
to reach and extend to them the love 
that inspired the Nazarene on the 
streets of Jerusalem, nearly nineteen 
hundred’years ago. 

“Oh, how much hate-ology and how 
little heart-ology there today! 
Mrs. Booth and myself have, with- 
in the last few days, been read- 
ing the history of that great Amer- 
jean soldier, George Washington, 
whose portrait stands on this plat- 
form tonight. We thought of him

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Archaeological Find 
at Worms 


Graves of 
Opened Up. 


Arm-rings and Other Ornaments 
Skeletons—Primitive 
Mills’ and Instrumente 
tor Sharpening Found. 


LONDON, March ‘8—(Special 
patch.) An important archaeological 
discovery was made.a few days ago. 
at Worms by Dr. Koehl. It is a burial 
ground of the later stone age. About 
seventy graves have been examined, 
and the number of vessels found, most 
of them tastefully ornamented, exceeds 
One hundred. Not the slightest trace 
of metal has been discovered, Arm- 
rings of blue and gray slate were found 
in the graves of the women. 
arm-rings made of slate were removed 
from the upper arm of one skeleton, 
four from another, and six from the 
lower arm of a third. In a man’s grave 
there was, on the neck of the skele- 
ton, a small conically nolishe@ orna- 
ment of tyenite, not perforated, but 
provided with the groove for a string. 
Other ornaments consist of pearls and 
mussel shells made in the form of 
trinkets, perforated boar’s tusks, and 
small fogsil mussels. These ornaments 
were worn by men and women alike. - 
Ruddle and ochre 
were used in tattooing and coloring the 
skin, were also frequent. 

In hardly a single case was mi 
from the women's grave a primitive 
corn mill, consisting of two stones, a 
grinding stone and a grain crusher. The

Record. 


The sale of Direct furnished the sole 
topic for discussion in horse circles last 
week. Few seem to remember him as a 
trotter, although as a 4-year-old he 
was very prominent, taking a record 
of 2:18%, was second several times in 
still faster heats, and but for carrying 
twenty-six ounces he would have been 
one of the leading trotting stallions of 
the day.

Innovation in the Method of „Get - 
ting Off? Race Horses 

The Australian starting gate prom- 
ises to revolutionize the business of 
“getting off” horses in a race, and may 
eventually drive the professional starter 
from the business. 

In San Francisco at the Ingleside: 
racetrack the gate has been in con- 


tinuous use for months, after its im- 


portation from Australia, and nothing 
but commendation for the, results it 
works have been thus far heard. 

The Breeder and Sportsman says: 


“The Australian starting gate is now a 


permanent fixture at Bay District, and 
will also be at Ingleside. The machines 
have been erected at every starting 
post, and the stretching of the webbing 
is the only thing necessary to dispatch 
a field for any given distance, Two 
gates have also been put up on the in- 
side course. The starts are all com- 
pletely satisfactory. If there has been 
any case where the start has not been 
all that could be desired, the fault has 
been with the horse or jockey. The 
machine works Me a charm, and gives 
every horse an equal chance. If horse- 
men do not train their horses, or jock- 
eys are not alert, they will get left. 
The starts are all prompt, and even 
the very worst that have been made 
with the machine would be rated good 
under the old method. With the use of 
the flag a perfect start was rarely seen. 
That is what we expect every time now, 
and all starts are measured by that 


standard. ; 
“The starting gate is absorbing ‘as 
much attention among imitators in the 
ranks of horsemen, as the new con- 
sumption cure among scientists. We 
have heard of no less than seven “im- 
provements” on the new gate sinée its 
introduction. It is very strange among 
a certain class no one thinks of invent- 
ing anything, unless it is an improve- 
ment upon one that has been tried and 
found to fill every requirement. The 


Australian gate is well protected by 
patents, and as its Owners have an im- 
mense capital to fall back upon, all in- 
fringements on the patent will be 
E fullest extent of the

that feeling of nervousness and sus-

MAKING CONCRETE BRICKS OUT OF 
WASTE HEAPS. 


— 


The Prescribing of Spectacles—The 
Stoker's Guide—An Anti-seasick 
Platform—Driving Bacilli Out of 
Milk — Asbestos ‘for Surgical 
Dressings. 


NEW YORK, March 4. — Dr. W. 
F. Southard has instituted a much- 
needed inquiry into the apparently 
subordinate, but really most im- 
portant, question, who shall prescribe 
spectacles? Many physicians and most 
laymen regard the’act of fitting glasses 
to a person’s eyes as purely mechanical. 
Most people believe that for this work 
no very high degree of scientific knowl- 
edge is required. They have been so 
frequently told that the optician can 
fit glasses as well as, if not better than, 
the oculist, that the statement has 
come to be almost universally accepted 
as true. Hence the majority of those 
who need glasses seek relief from the 
optician rather than from the oculist. 
Dr. Southard holds that this is a vital 
mistake, He denounces the empirical 
plan of testing the eyesight by seating 
@ person before a printed chart ana, 
by placing one glass after another be- 
fore his eyes, attempting to determine 
the proper one for him to wear. The 
process is purely subjective, and al- 
though within a very few years this 
system was usually employed, even by 
oculists, one more illogical unphysio- 
logical and unscientific cannot well be 
imagined. By this subjective or chart 
test and trial lenses little is learned, and 
that not positively. The visual acute- 
ness under the conditions then present 


| is indicated. This, though of consider- 


able value, is not trustworthy, since 
the acuteness may be produced under 
a strain which may not only neutralize 
but frequently over-corrects. the real 
defect. Dr. Southard’s technical de- 
scription of the objective methods by 
which the greatest precision in deter- 
mining errors of refraction can be se- 
cured, includes the use of Javal’s kera- 
tometer, opthalmoscopy and skiascopy. 
The main part of Dr. Southard’s con- 
tention is that the oculist is the proper 
person to examine and measure the 
eyes for glasses. From natural causes 
and from excessive work thrpwn upon 
the eyes at an early period of life, prob- 
ably 90 per cent. of all eye troubles are 
primarily due to optical defects. There- 
fore, before glasses are ordered, several 


important points should be cohsidered, 


such as age, occupation, heredity, state 
of health, muscular balance. The eyes 
of children should be examined in their 
fifth year, as the sooner the earlier de- 
fects of the eyes are discovered and 
corrected, the better. Every child suf- 
1 from any form of neurosis should 
be subjected to a@ careful eye inspec- 
tion. In dealing with adults, the hab- 
its, ocupation, mode of life, laboring 
hours and general state of health of the 
patient, as well as the condition of the 
eyes at the time of examination and for 
some months previous, must all be 
taken into consideration. The eyes are 
not a little influenced by the condition 
of the different organs of the body, 
such as derangement of the stomach, 
liver, kidneys, heart and nose. While 
suffering from illness, many women 
continue to read, frequently lying on 
their backs, a most unnatural and un- 
physiological position. Many persons 
laboring under some nervous affection 
read while riding on the cars or other 
moving vehicles, and the strongest 
eyes will in time give way under such 
abuse. Men, especially those living in 
city suburbs, are the greatest sinners 
in this respect, A very large percent- 
age of the cases of neuroses dealt with 
by oculists are owing simply to eye 
strain from reading on the train from 
one to three hours daily. 


ECONOMETER; THE STOKER’S 
GUIDE. 

The experienced fireman, While dis- 

Playing great skill in the distribution 

of fuel in a steam furnace, is often 


baffled by the unsatisfactory results of 
his firing and puzzled to know. their 


cause. An instrument, termed the eco- | z 


nométer, has been designed to show ex- 
actly what the fuel is doing, so that its 
greatest efficiency is no longer depend- 
ent on the mere expertness of the 
stoker. The instrument is based on 
the principle of the fire-damp indicator, 
and its duty is to measure and record 
the specific gravity of any gas sup- 
plied to it. A scale beam carries at its 
two ends a pair of glass vessels, one 
containing air, and the other fitted with 
an arrangement of inlet and exit pipes 
for the reception of the gases to be 
tested. The gas ‘bottle is free to rise 
and fall, and according to the specific 
gravity of the gas flowing through it 
at any moment, an index pointer is 
moved on a scale, and shows the per- 
centage of carbonic acid present in the 
flue gases then flowing through the in- 
strument, the superior specific gravity 
of carbonic acid gas, about 50 per cent. 
greater than air, causing the bottle 
through which it passes to pull down 
that end of the beam. As the amount 
of this gas that should be present in 
theoretically perfect smoke is known, 
any deviation will usually be in the di- 
rection of a smaller amount, or rather 
of an unduly large amount of air. 
The action is thus extremely simple and 
the instrument would be of great value, 
as itis usually owing almost entirely to 
incorrect air supply that fuel is put to. 
such poor use. This instrument pro- 
vides a tell-tale, which shows in a few 


the furnace, and with it before him the 
fireman can quickly see the effect of a 
thin fire, a too large grate, a fire 
burned into holes, and other phenomena 
of combustion which usually are al- 
lowed to pass unremedied, and which 
mean so many dollars out of the pocket 
of the man who pays the fuel bill. 

AN ANTI-SEASICK PLATFORM. 

Many years ago, Mr. Bessemer, 
whose name is known throughout the 
world in connection with steel manu- 
facture, designed a saloon for a pas- 
senger boat, in which, he claimed, sea- 
sickness would be impossible. The sa- 
loon was simply hung on supports, 
which enabled it to maintain its level 
while the boat itself was rising and 
fallmg with the motions of the waves. 
The trial trip was fairly successful, 
many people who ordinarily would be 
prostrated with seasickness under such 
conditions, passing the ordeal of a 
rough channel passage with but lit- 
tle discomfort; but shipbuilders dis- 
trusted the idea, and for a while it 
dropped out of notice. It was presently 
revived in an apparatus designed to 
give absolutely perfect steadiness to 
searchlights and machine-guns on a 
small, quickly-rolling and pitching ves- 
sel in a very rough sea. This appliance 
has been fitted to many vessels in the 
British and other navies for mount- 
ing searchlight projectors. A search- 
light projector throws a narrow ray of 
light, only about a degree wide, and 
in order that it may be of use in de- 
tecting the approach of torpedo boats 
or other objects at night, it must be 
held so steady as to have no angular 
motion in a vertical plane comparable 
with the angle subtended by the ray of 
light, or it is impossible to keep. the 
obiect in the field of illumination. The 
steadying platform meets this diffi- 
culty, and can also be used for the 
mounting of the smaller class of quick- 
firing guns, such as three and six- 
pounders. For the larger guns, an au- 
tomatic firing apparatus has been con- 
trived so as to fire the gun electrically 
at the instant in the roll when the ship 8 
deck becomes horizontal. The curious 
point about this invention is that it 
is now proposed to utilize it for the 
purpose for which the original idea 
was intended. The machine, made in a 
special form, has been placed on board 
yachts. and persons seated thereon re- 
thained so steady that all fear of sea- 
sickness passed away. It is suggested 
that English Channel steamers shall 
be fitted up with seats of this kind, 
as many people would be glad to pay 
a high price for them on a rough day. 
DRIVING BACILLI OUT OF MILK. 

The ‘New York Board of Health has 
been using a small machine worked on 
the centrifugal principle as a method 


‘of determining the amount of fat in 


samples of milk. The machine simply 
whirls the milk around at a high ve- 
locity, throwing the lighter, or the 
cream, to the center, and the milk clear 
of cream, or fat, to the outside. By a 
simple scale the amount of fat to the 
whole quantity of milk can be ascer- 
tained. Large machines of the same 
principle, are used in big dairies, and 
these, it is believed by the medical ex- 
perts of the board, can be used as a 
means of ridding milk of 
and possibly of bacilli. Dr. Martin 
says he has found that after a thousand 
quarts of milk had been strained 
through the finest strainer, and then 
passed through the finest muslin, there 
was still a considerable quantity of 
dirt in it. If this milk were put in the 
centrifugal machine, out of a thousand 
quarts a double handful of filth of the 
barnyard would be shaken out. The 
process seems. to make the milk more 
digestible, partially sterilizes it and 
enables it to keep several days longer 
than the milk which has not been so 
treated. At one time the farmer was 
wont to keep some of the scum fcund 
on the outer edge—after the cream- 
skimming process—to feed to his hogs. 
It gave so many of them tuberculosis 
and killed them that he gave it up. 
This encourages the assumption that 
centrifugal straining. runs out bacilli 
‘as well as dirt. The benefit of this pro- 
cess to the public would be immense, 
but until it is made compulsory by law, 
Dr. Martin sees no probability of its 
general adoption. It would add only 
about one-eight of a cent a quart to 
the price of milk, aad the farmer would 
not think he was paid for his extra 
trouble. Besides, the consumer knows 
nothing of the dirt, so he swallows it 
and does not complain.

losses. The gospel tells the fact, not 
that we may bemoan our defeats, but. 
that we may be fortified for present 
victory. We shall be awakened to save 
the good that remains when we realize 
what we have lost. The past is gone. 
beyond recall; its record is forever 
sealed and unalterable. We cannot 
make its losses good. In a solemn sense 
God, while offering to forgive the guilt 
and to remove the condemnation, does 
not reimburse us for all we have thrown 
‘away. He shows us how to save the 
remainder and bear fruit unto eternal 
life. The dead past is impressed upon 
us in considering the flight of time. 


Time is the measure of all values deter- 


mining success and failure, The pres 
ent instant only is ours, to mold and to 
control. Life is a tremor, a breath be- 
tween two eternities. , 

Eve day is a golden gift from the 
Father of lights; but we must freight 
it with good deeds and loving service if 


‘we would not have it lost forever. Our 


relation to the past is shown in what 
we are. We ourselves are the product 
of those years, idle, selfish? or devoted 
and noble. In an whexpected crisis we 
are controlled by the past. Character 


is never a gift outright, but always a 


growth. The words and the deeds leap 
forth like a sudden birth that was be- 
gotten and nourished in darkness. In 
the bustle of the crowd it is too late to 
change character that has crystallized 
through the years. We cannot acquire 
in a moment a nature that requires 


years of gradual change. The mellow- 


ing, sweetening influence of trial, dis- 


cipline, sorrow, observation and toil, is}. 


the bestowment of the Spirit to those 
who patiently endure and fight the 
good fight, and hold . fast to the end.

Prove that Jesus Was God?” was 
preached by the pastor, J. S. Thomson, 
from the text, Jesus of Nazareth, f 
man approved of God among. you by 
miracles, and wonders, and signs, Which 
God did by Him in the midst of ‘you,” 
Acts ii, 22. 

Christ fed five thousand 
seven loaves and two fishes; but Hlizah 
made the handful of meal in the wid- 
ow’s barrel, and à little oll in a crise 
sustain him and her, and her son, for 
many days, and Elisha made a wid- 
ow’s pot of oil produce such large 
quantities that she was able to sell 
enough to pay her dead husband’s.debt. 
If’ Christ made wine out of water, 
Moses changed the water’ of the Nile 
into blood. Christ walked upon a 
stormy lake; but Moses divided the 
Red Sea. 11 the disciples saw ‘celestial 
and spiritual wonders on the Mount of 
Transfiguration, the servant of Blisha 
saw the hills covered with chariots 
and horses of fire. Christ raised the 
daughter of the ruler from the dead, and 
the son of the widow of Nain and 

azarus from the grave; but Hlisha 
rought back to life the Shunamite’s 
son, and Elijah restored to life the son 
of the widow of Zarephath. and the 
Elisha infused life into 
@ corpse that was thrown into the 
prophet’s grave. If Christ ascended to 
the stars in a cloud, Elijah rose to 
heaven in a whirlwind with the grand 
accompaniments of chariots and horses 
of fire. Christ never performed such 
a stupendous miracle as Joshua did 
when he commanded the sun and moon 
to stanck still. Elijah prevented it from 
raining for three years; he summoned 
fire down from heaven to devour his 
sacrifice, and he ordered the lightning 
to kill two companies of men, each con- 
tainig fifty men. These are cosmic 
miracles on the 2 scale. If it be 
true that the miracles of Christ proved 
that He was God, then the mightier 
miracle of Joshua proved him to be 
God, and the magnificent miracles of 
Moses. proved him to be God, and Eli- 
jah also was God, because he per- 
formed grand miracles, people, 
Uke the magicians of Egynt. like Judas. 
and like the false Christs of whom 
Jesus spoke, were able to perform mir- 
acles. 

Christ did not place the highest value 


upon the mere ability to. work miracles. 


He said to Philip: “He Mat believeth 
on Me, the works that I do shall he do 
also. and greater works than these 
shall he do.” The New Testament does 
not teach that a miracle-worker is God; 
nor is there any passage in the Old 
Testament that declares that Moses. 

was „ All 
Christ’s miracles were wrought to cure 
diseases, cast out devils, and do good. 
In no instance did He use the power 


which God gave Him to do harm. His 


were the miracles of one who loved hu- 
raanity with a divine love. Moses in- 
jured and killed wnoncent E 
with his miracles. Joshua’s miracle en- 
abled him to laughter his enemies. 
Elijah ‘killed a hundred men ‘with his 
lightning. amson murdered a thou- 


*sand men with the jaw-boneé of an ass, 


and he killed a houseful, of people as 
he was dying. Christ loved. to do good 
to afflicted humanity, Whether friendly 
or unfriendly to Him. He organized 
compantes ‘to heal the sick, and showed 
them how to bless the afflicted.” Christ 
Himself declares that all His power was 


borrowed from God. “I can of Mine 
own self do nothing. “The Father 
Who dwelleth n Me. He doeth the 
works.” Even Peter declares that God 
raised Christ from the dead: and, 
therefore, the sublimest of Christ’s 
miracles was 's work. |

Such Christianity is not 
the highest. Fear is like the brake on 
the railroad train, it stops but cannot 


start the car. Fear may keep, men 


from evil, but cannot lead them fo the 
highest good. 

Duty-doing is not the master motive 
either. This is drayhorse religion. The 
people who come to church simply be- 
cause it is their duty to do so are hard 
to manage and hard to preach to. 
Hope of reward is another motive 
among men. The scoffer sneers and 
says that Christianity is simply prom- 
ise to pay—heaven for a little goodness 
here—insurance in this world against 
fire in the next. The man who is a 
disciple through hope of reward is a 
very poor specimen and will. surely 


miss his reward. One vital objection 


holds against all these motives singly 
and combined, nea They turn the 
thought upon self. Fear, conscience 
and hope of gain all fail in producing: 
best results. One motive yet remains. 
power of leadership. God acts upon 
this. When He would lead His people 
out of bondage he sent Moses, or He 
sent Luther. When God would save 
the world He sent His Son. This is the 
appeal Paul makes to servants and to 
all men, Te serve the Lord Christ.” 
This is the mightiest because it ‘works.

The passengers and 
trainmen were placed in a most peril- 
ous situation, and their escape from a 
holocaust seemed almost miraculous. 

The story of the wreck is thus told 
by the Times correspondent at San 
Diego: 

SAN DIEGO, March 8.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) The wreck of the Chl- 
cago limited express bound for this 
city, about a mile north of Del Mar, 
‘shortly after 9 o’clock last night, was 
one of thé most marrow escapes from 
a fearful holocaust in the records of 
California railroading. As the train

cars. These cars were simply de- 
rhiled and did not topple over. The 
day coach, which was thrown to the 
righe, overhung a steep embankment, 
and was prevented from making a fear- 
ful plunge with its human freight only 
by tHe strength of the couplings of the 
cars at either end of it. Had these 
couplings broken doubtless lives would 
have been lost in the falling car, The 
locomotive coupling was broken and 
the engine ran away from the wreck 
several hundred feet, dragging the 
disabled tender. H. G. Wilshire of Los 
Angeles, who was in the chair car, with 
Mrs. Wilshire, said to the Times cor- 
respondent that the first indication of 
the mishap was the sudden stopping 
of the car, a if the engineer had put 
on the air brake with full force.

about a hundred feet. The baggage- 
car left the track, turning on the side, 
Next to it was the smoker, which 
straddled the track, and the trucks 
being completely demolished and the 
car resting upon its bottom. The day 
coach, behind the smoker, was on the 
right side of the track, half upturned 
and overhanging a twenty-foot embank- 
ment. If the smoker had not lost its 
trucks the weight. of the day coach 
would no doubt have dragged the whole 
train over the embankment. As it was, 
the chains held the train intact and the 
passengers knocked out windows and 
crawled out of the coach, .The parlor 
car was badly damaged and was off 
the track. The Pullman, the last car, 
was uninjured. 

The passengers took the wreck coolly, 
the only shriek being that of a young 
‘mother whose baby was thrown from 
her arms. The child was uninjured. 

The baggage car took-fire immediately 
and the expressman had to work lively 
to save the Wells-Fargo treasure’ box. 
One trunk was saved. The mails, ex- 
press, books and alf papers were lost. 
The passengers hustled into the sleeper 
and got out blankets, ca~ ping on the

of coaches. No screams were heard. 
Dr. Williams and Mr. Wlishire, as- 
sisted by others, helped the passengers 
to escape from the upturned day coach 
by handing them out through the 
doorway. The high proof oil in the 
car lamps prevented fire from that 
source. One woman lost her baby. 
The infant was finally ‘recovered. A 
Chinese doctor was wretched over the 
loss of his medicine chest. Another 
woman bewailed the loss of a pocket- 
book. 

Conductor Kinney and Baggageman 
King, who were in the baggage. car, 
fared rather roughly. Flying trunks 
bruised them. Dr. Williams attended 
to their troubles, and found that no 
bones were broken. About half an hour 
after the accident a woman fainted, 
and it required much work to bring her 
to consciousness. The stove of hot 
coals in the baggage car caused the 
most trouble. The car began to burn 

usly a few monutes after the 
wreck. A fire extinguisher was brought 
to bear on the flames, but the appa- 
ratus failed to work. The flames were 
fanned by a strong land breeze, and 
there was nothing to do but to stand 
and see the fine cars reduced to ashes. 
One by one the coaches gave-up the 
“ghost. The fine chair car and sleeper 
stood like heroic stoics awaiting their 
turn to be burned. The chairs, bed- 
ding and other portable properties were 
from the cars before the 

flames: arrived. The only thing saved 
from the baggage car was the news- 
boy’s trunk and a white Leghorn prize 
rooster. The lucky fowl was a source. 
of much amusement to the chilled and 
thankful, yet disgusted passengers wha 
congregated in a band of a hundred or 
more a block or so away from the 
burning train to await the arrival of 
the relief train from this city. In 
| about five hours the relief train ar- 
rived and after waiting an hour re- 
turned to this city at 4 o’clock this 
morning. 

Charles H. Souther, one of the .own- 
ers of the Boston ranch in El Cajon, 
who was coming here from Boston, 
lost baggage valued at $1000. Mr. and 
Mrs. Kellen lost all of their trunks, 
‘valued at $1500. 

One of the train hands went from 
the wreck to Del Mar to telephone for 
relief. The line would not work. A 
‘Messenger was then sent back to En- 
cinitas, six miles, and word was sent 
to this city. As the available locomo- 
tives were being cleaned, it was nearly 
1 o’clock: this morning before steam 
could be raised and the relief train 
started. General Manager K. H. Wade 
‘was aboard the wrecking train, with 
physicians and a wrecking-crew. Al- 
together, the wreck was a costly affair. 
| The train of five cars is a complete 

loss, save the iron work. The loco- 
motive was saved. The losses in bag- 
gage and of all the maiis are likely 
to be considerable.

A Boy RBurgiart in the Totls—Har- 
‘dened Criminal. 


POMONA, March 8.—(Regular Cor- 
respondence.) City Marshal Lorbeer 
and Constable Slanker have arrested 
a remarkable young criminal, and it 
is likely that he will be a middle-aged 
man before he is a free man—that is, 
if he will stay in prison à term for 
each of the crimes now charged against 
‘him. George Thompson is the name 
the fellow gives. He says he is from 
Red Bluff, Tehama, county, Cal., and 
that he was born there in May, 1878. 
He is charged with having broken into 
and stolen from the homes of . 8 
Bryant, on East Crowe avenue, and 
R. J. Clogston, on Thomas street, in 
this place, and with having attempted 
to enter another residence on Ninth 
street in this place. In the past two 
days City Marshal Dorbeer has been 
receiving and sending telegrams almost 
each hour about property that this in- 
teresting young criminal has stolen 
from houses that he has entered as a 
burglar in East Los Angeles, Pasa- 
dena, San Gabriel and other places in 
this county. 3 

“I have never come across a young 
fellow—a mere beardless youth—in my 
experience,” said Constable Slanker to- 
day, “that is so thoroughly a hardened 
criminal as this lad Thompson, whom 
we have just sent to Los Angeles jail. 
He confesses burglaries as easily as if 
he were telling of baseball games, and 
he knows the ways, methods, terms 
and schemes of crooks as well as men. 
who have followed a criminal career 
for years.’ Thompson is a natural- 
born criminal, and it is no more use to 
try to reform such a chap than it is to 
Oy, to make cows cease chewing their 
cuds.” 
When the Clogston and Bryant 
houses were robbed a week ago. City 
Marshal Lorbeer heard that a young 
Thompson, who had suddenly appeared 
in Pomona a few weeks before, and 
had ridden a bicycle with the boys here. 
and had had a good deal of money for 
so young a fellow, was seen at the 
Clogston house once. When he came 
to follow up that clew. he found that 
Thompson left Pomona one night on 
his wheel. 2 > 

Then Los Angeles was searched and 
the lad was found, after three days, to 
be living: in a home on San Fernando 
street, where he was the accepted lover 
of the young girlin the family. When 
Marshal Lorbeer went there and found 
the girl wearing a ring that was stolen 
from the Clogston House, and the 
mother possessing a breastpin that 
came from the home of Mr. Bryant in 
Pomona, he searched harder than ever 
for young Thompson. On Friday he 
got him. The lad was taken to the po- 
lice headquarters in Los Angeles, the 
search of his clothing brought to light 
several gold and silver watches, a 
handful of diamond, pearl and sapphire 
pins, three gold rings, two gold watch 
chains, a large old breastpin, earrings, 
and several dollars, besides skeleton 
keys and keys for opening trunks and 
bureau drawers. .. 

.When the Marshal began to look up 
the record of the lad he found that he 
has been wanted in several towns. in 
the San Joaquin Valley for some 
months; that he has been caught in 
stealing two bicycles in the past month,

ESCAPING PING GAS. 


An Arizona whe tae. Has an Unpleasant 
Experience. 


A. Z. Hartzler came near death yes- 
terday. It was another case of asphyx- 
tation. But this time it seems likely 
that carelessness and not suicidal in- 
tent was the Cause. 

Mr. Hartzler is a man of forty years 
of age, steady and not given to drink. 
He recently leased his ranch near Mesa 
City, Ariz., and came to Los Angeles 
to seek employment as a carpenter. 
It was last Tuesday that he registered 
at the Reed House, No. 116 East First 
street. 

It was warm weather in Arizona 
when Mr. Hartzler started for the coast. 
It was so much cooler in Los Angeles 
that he caught a bad cold, and has 
been sneezing and rubbing his eyes 
and drinking hot lemonade ever since, 
trying to get well again. The most of 
the time he has stayed indoors, read- 
ing and resting and taking care of him- 
self. Saturday evening he went to 
see an old Arizona friend named Rice, 


He returned to the lodging-house at 
8 o' clock, in a cheerful and contented 
ve of mind, chatted pleasantly with 
Reed, the proprietor, for a little 
rile: and then went to bed, after 
saying he believed he felt better. 
About 8 o’clock yesterday morning a 
friend called to see Mr. Hartzler. Re- 
peated knockings on the door brought 
no response. Much ed. the visi- 
itor pulled down the upper sash of a 
window opening into the hall, and, look. 
in, saw Mr. Hartzler lying uncon- 
scious in the bed. A flood of gas 
poured from the room. The friend 
raised the lower sash, jumped into the 
room, and unlocked the door. Then he 
hurried away to summon the patrol 
wagon, and a doctor, while J. C. 
Kooken and another lodger picked up 
the unconscious man, bedclothes and 
all, and carried him into the hall. 

The unconscious man was hurried to 
the Receiving Hospital and everything 
possible done to relieve him. He lay 
speechless all day, but toward even- 
ing he grew better. . 

Mr. Reed, the lodging-house keeper, 
declares it was accident and not inten- 
tion which brought Mr. Hartzler so 
near to death. His cheerful and tran- 
quil air the night before and the fact 
that he was found lying in bed just 
as he had fallen asleep, with neither 
farewell letters nor will lying in the 
room, all seem to argue against a 
theory of attempted suicide. 

Mr. Reed says the key of the gas jet 
in the man’s room turned very easily. 
He believes Mr. Hartzler turned off the 
gas and unconsciously turned it on 
again a little bit. This offers a plaus- 
ible explanation of the fact he was still 
alive when found, for it is probable the 
gas escaped so slowly that it was not 
until early this morning enough had 
accumulated to do any harm. 

_3 o’clock Mr. Hartzler had recov- 
sufficiently to talk. He assured 


the men who were caring for him that 
it was entirely due to an accident that 
he came so near dying. He said the 
stopcock of the gas jet was one of the 
kind which turns reund and round, and 
inadvertently he turned it on again 
after turning it off.
